• “The board favors equal 
oppi rtunitv for all students to 
take part in UK athletics as a 
ma er of principle and policy. 

• “The board believes the 
University, in implementing this 
pida ■ . should make even effort 
possible to preserve it' member- 
ship I t t be southeastern Confer- 
ence so as not to hoe the many 
values a ha ll con: renee member- 
ship ccintrihuic* . to the total in- 
terests of the l Diversity.
